As the greatest natio n be­ 
y o nd co mpariso n o n this co ntinent 
we naturally and rightfully as­ 
sumed the guard ianship o f liberty 
in the Americas, and warned the 
d espo ts o f the o ld wo rld no t to in­ 
trud e, and altho ugh this warning 
was uttered in o ur infancy and

ago , but the Cubans are no t y et 
free. True, the o ld Spanish master 
is go ne, but the new American 
master is in charge, and the d ay o f 
Cuban d eliverance is po stpo ned in­ 
d efinitely , ind efinitely as the time 
by which the trusts and sy nd icates 
and o ther ad ministratio n pro teges 
ma}' be able to steal every thing 
Cuban that is wo rth having. Then 
the Cubans will be fo rmally freed , 
but really plunged into serfd o m to 
the truest master, who need no t 
feed o r clo th o r shelter o r care fo r 
tiiein in sick ness, as o ther slave

200 cases o f smallpo x in the pest- 
ho use and aro und the camp, at a 
co nserv ativ e estimate, and the peo ­ 
ple are being taken do wn at the 
rate o f sev enteen to twenty a day .

“ W e could g et but little food and 
the children have been hung ry ever 
since we left Southern Kansas.” 
W hen the wag ons reached the 
city hall a little g irl 9 years old 
was driving the jaded horses that 
were attached to the wag on owned 
by Mr. Andrews. 
The second wag on was driven 
by John Garlott, who left A rkan­ 
sas City some time ag o. 
He has 
eig ht children in the wag on in ad­ 
dition to his wife, and every mem­ 
ber of the family was starving .

Charles Mallon, the clerk of the 
board of health, sent all the movers 
to the city hospital, where they 
will be taken care of until every 
one of them is restored to health. 
“ It was the saddest case of des 
titution that has come under my 
notice for many ye a n,” said Mr.

hope 
tha^ the little children can be re­ 
stored to health.” 
After the movers reached the 
hospital it was learned that they 
left 
g ood 
homes in Buchanan 
county. Mo ,* to work in the har 
vest fields in Southern Kansas. 
Not being able to secure work 
there the men who were in the 
party endeavored to return home, 
but their families starved en route.
